Tho Department of Extra -Mural 
llelationa of which Colonel JJovey 
Director, ha.- issued a «umina.ry of i(« 
aciivitie«s, among tho "features of 
which 1» an estimate placed at 8,300 
of the number of people ntlomlins 
lectures under tho aupplce.-? of tin: De- 
partment in 0 ;,ua!^on. The avo.'.-ice 
number of lectures attended by eacii 
person is given as four. 

Colonel Bovcy organized the new 
department towards the close of the 
.«ession of l!l30-27, and its first full 
programme is that of tlil.>.- year. The 
i^ummary whicli iias Pi-cii made Is In- 
tended to show the plac» ot thé De- 
partment as a link between the Uni- 
versity .md tho public. 

Moat of the work gcnL-rally clas.si- 
fio'l n.s adiili education conip.s under 
llio Department. This work was fo'.- 
merly done by several bodies and it is 
believed that with the responsibility 
resting on a single dopartment the re- 
sults will be licttor. 

The best known activity of the De- 
portment is the series of Lyceum 
Ij^ctures of a popular and educationai 
nature, not necessarily in a consecu- 
tive or connected form. Tlu-y are 
given both in the city and in .-niiii:i;r 
town.-^ soniL'titnos :;i)0 or ;)00 inilos dis- 
tant. Jvocal groupa ciuch as public lib- 
-.aries and literary societies co-oper- 
ate In arranging these lectures of 
which there are from three to six at 
baoli plai;e. 

This year for tho first time colir- 
.•ics of a more definitely educational 
nature are being offered. Such a se- 
ries Is liiiilted to a certain lino ol 
study. It will not bo s:\fe to judge 
liio extent of tho succcsa of .such 
i.oui-.-^vâ until their close.

Having hop-skipped over Christina.'!, and 
New Year?, a fortnifîhl of holidiiys, nnd a pri'iU 
deal of very temperamental wentlier, wc find 
ourselves lahding Avith both feet in tlie com- 
plexities of a new term, and for many, the 
trials of examination time.

port. Otherwise the production was a decided 
success. 

The coming term sees the appearance of the 
Red and White Eevue, which caused such a dig- 
cussion at the opening of the session, and of 
which big tilings are expected this year. It 
.sees the development, too of all the other soci- 
eties on the compus, of which good reports are 
expected in the Annual for this year, whose aji- 
j)earance in its new found glory of a "McGill" 
book, instead uf a "year" book is another of 
oui' pleasant exj)ectations. 

To all the activities we extend the greetings 
of the New Year, and liope that they will l>e as 
.successful in maintaining the tradition of pro- 

; ,gress that the successess of the early part of 

■ the year would lead us to expect. 

I EXAMINATION DATES 

In view of tlie proximity of the mid-term 

• examinations in the faculty of Art,'<. we would

"Where the n«d of m^ppinç 
ie very urgent in newly developei 
sections o£ the countrj*, as In the 
mlnine dietrlcts of Xonbcrn Ontario 
and Manitoba, the oblique photo- 
graphs arc particularly sultai.V . They 
cover à large area and fit in "well 
with maps on the scale of four or 
more miles to the Inch. As these sec- 
tions become wore thickly populated, 
three years there mor^ accurate nia-ps with great- 

er detail are required, vertical photo- 
graphy is used.
